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Preséa of Prodechil Chlorine. 











This is a newly-patented process for 
the production in the dry way of chlorine with 
or without sal-ammoniac, by passing vapors 
containing chlorine over metallic oxides at a 
proper temperature and in a continuous opera- 
tion. 

The process is carried out in the following 
manner: Sal-ammoniac vapors or gases, or 
vapors containing them, are passed over an 
oxide of manganese at the proper tempera- 
ture below the red-hot state. This produces 
chloride of manganese, ammonia and water. 

The action, if protoxide of manganese is 
used, is shown theoretically by the formula: 
MnO+2NH,Cl—MnCl,+2NH;+H,0. Ifoxy- 
gen gas, preferably in the form of atmospher- 
ic air, is now passed over the resulting chlor- 
ide of manganese, the original oxide of man- 
ganese and free chlorine are obtained : MnCl, 
+O—Mn0O+2Cl. 

With this method all oxides of manganese 
can be employed, namely: Protoxide of man- 
ganese, MnO, sesquioxide of manganese, Mn. 
Os, the combination of protoxide and oxide of 
manganese, Mn;0,, peroxide of manganese, 
MnOsg, three oxide of manganese, MnOs, &c. 
If hydrochloric-acid vapors, or vapors or gases 
containing them, are employed in place of sal- 
ammoniac vapors, chloride of manganese is 
produced as well as water vapor, MnO+2HC— 
MaCly+H,0. 

By the use of oxygen (air) at the proper 
temperature, as above described, a portion of 
the chlorine becomes free, the oxide of man- 
ganese employed. being regenerated simul- 
taneously. MnCl,+O—MnO+e2Cl. If higher 
oxides of manganese are employed, a portion 
of the chlorine becomes free in forming the 
chloride of manganese. For sesquioxide of 
manganese, for example, Mn,O;+6HCl — 
2MnCl.+3H,0+2Cl. By then using oxygen 
(air) the balance of the chlorine is again liber- 
ated, the oxide of manganese being regener- 
ated. 2MnCl.+30—Mn,0;+4Cl. 

In many cases the air can be used at the 
same time as the acid vapors. 

The operations may be performed in suit- 
able retorts. 

The oxides of manganese, as shown in the 
formulas, are always regenerated, and remain 
in a dry state; hence it is not necessary to 
renew the charge of the apparatus, and the 
price of the materials is of no great impor- 
tance, 

The process can also be carried on by using 
oxides of other metals than manganese, and 
by using volatile chlorine compounds in place 
of sal-ammoniac and hydrochloric-acid va- 


pors. 
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Paper-Pulp Screen. 





An improvement in paper-pulp screens 
is the subject of illustration on this page. 
This improvement consists in the combination 
with the screen and vat of a series of pump- 
ing bars arranged horizontally, side by side, 
and oscillating on their longitudinal axes and 
concaved on their sides ; stationary horizon- 
tal bars between the oscillating bars and con- 
caved on their sides and a false bottom under 
the bars provided with discharge openings 
central under the oscillating bars. The cut 
presents a side elevation of the device, with a 
portion of the front broken away to show the 
internal arrangement. 

V represents the pulp-vat, and C the screen, 
which is arranged horizontally across the up- 
per part of the vat and fitted air-tight to its 
sides. 

T denotes a trough, which, by spouts T’, de- 
livers the diluted pulp upon the screen. By 
means of a dam, D, at the discharge end of 
the vat the liquid in the vat is maintained at a 
uniform level a short distance below the 
Screen, and thus an air-space is formed imme- 
diately underneath the screen, which air-space 
is water-sealed, to prevent ingress of air, ex- 
cept through the slots of the screen. 

Immediately under the surface of the liquid 
in the vat are pumping bars A A, arranged 
horizontally side by side. These pumping 
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bars are moved laterally toward and from 
each other in any suitable manner, the object 
being to alternately open and close the 
spaces between the bars. In opening 
these spaces a vacuum is formed between 
each pair of bars, and thereby a down- 
ward suction through the screen is pro- 
duced. This suction facilitates the escape of 
the diluted pulp through the screen. In clos- 
ing the spaces between the pumping bars the 
liquid or diluted pulp which has entered the 
spaces is expelled downward and the air is 
forced upward. The upward pressure of the 
air through the screen serves to clear the in- 
terstices of the screen, and thus facilitates the 
screening of the diluted pulp. 

The pumping bars are made more efficient 
in their operation by forming them concave on 
top and on their sides, and placing between 
the movable bars a stationary bar, B, likewise 
concaved on top and on the sides adjacent to 
the bars A A, the vat V being also provided 
with concaved sides. 

The bars A A are mounted on rock-shafts 
a a, extended horizontally across the vat, and 
each has one of its ends extending through 
the side of the vat and through a stuffing-box, 
and has a crank or rock arm, 4, attached to it 
at the exterior of the vat, A reciprocating 
bar, ¢, connected with the successive rock- 
arms 4 4 4 4, operates the 
rock-arms in common or 
synchronously,and there- 
by the pumping bars AA 
are oscillated on their 
longitudinal axis. And 
in the oscillation of the 
bars the pumping action 
is produced by the alter- 
nate opening and closing 
at the top and bottom 
edges of the bars, of the pockets formed by 
the concaved sides of the bars. By plac- 
ing the axis of the bars below the centre 
a much greater movement is obtained at 
the upper portions of the bars than at the 
lower portions of the same, and this increases 
the efficiency of the pumping bars. If de- 
sired, the stationary bar may be dispensed 
with. 

Below the described pumping bars is a false 
bottom, ¢, provided with discharge openings, 
e e, central under the bars A A, and this false 
bottom constitutes the bottom of the pump- 
case. 

To disconnect one set of pumping bars from 
the actuating mechanism without interfering 
with the operation of the remainder of the 
pumping bars, the rock-arms 4 4 are detach- 
ably connected with the reciprocating rod ¢ by 
means of suitable clutches or latches, / /, piv- 
oted on the rod ¢ and provided with notches 
engaging the wrist-pins of the rock-arms. By 
raising these latches the rock-arms become 
disconnected from the reciprocating rod ¢. 

Pivoting the pumping bars in the manner 
described reduces the strain to a minimum 
and renders the apparatus comparatively noise- 
less. 





Sunday Closing of Mills in Ger- 
many and Great Britain. 





Considerable correspondence has _ re- 
cently appeared inthe Wochendlatt fur Papier- 
JSabrikation relative to the proposed closing of 
mills in Germany on Saturdays. Opinions on 
the subject, however, seem to be rather divided. 
Some of the largest paper makers might perhaps 
profit by a reduction of the production through 
shutting their mills for one day during the 
week, while some of the smaller men, who have 
not the same facilities, and who work slower, 
sometimes find that the extra day is very use- 
ful for them to get through their arrears of 
work, So far there appears to be no unan- 
imity on the subject. Great Britain seems to 
be far ahead of the Continent in the comfort 
and sanctity of a quiet Sunday, for it is an ex- 
ception rather than the rule for British mills 
to run or even repair plant on the Sabbath. 
Men do not object to continue their services 
in the paper mill until nine o’clock on Saturday 
night and begin at three A. M. on Monday to 
put things in order, and be ready to start up 
promptly, but the Sabbath day and its duties 
are an Englishman’s privilege, and they ap” 


pear to be enjoyed more in Great Britain 
than abroad.—Paper Trade Review. 


Honor the Millwright.

A few years ago a certain paper mill 
was kept in repair by a millwright who had 
been with the company for twenty years. 
The mills had all been built under the direct 
supervision of this man and had grown up to 
large proportions from a very small begin- 
ning. 

This millwright was intensely interested in 
everything pertaining to his mill; he gave 
his every thought toward keeping the plant in 
the best possible condition and bent all of his 
energies toward improving the mill and its 
output. As long as this millwright was let 
alone things went along smoothly enough 
and wealth came to the owners. In course 
of time changes were made and other men 
came into the office who did not know enough 
to let the millwright alone, but began to 
bother and boss him. 

Nothing could be more fatal to economical 
work around a mill. The men became excited 
and nervous under the interference of the office 
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delegate. The mechanic, and, much more, 
the laborer, will do very poor work when 
thus bothered. For months the thing went 
on, the millwright’s lot becoming harder 
and harder to bear, and the office constantly 
interfering with the economy of his business. 
More than once, like the good mechanic he 
was, the millwright had plainly expressed his 
opinions to the people who persecuted him. 
He told them exactly how such interference 
was acting in regard to men and work, and 
politely requested the interlopers to mind 
their business and let his alone. When our 
millwright’s back was turned, or he was 
absent upon other business, conflicting orders 
would be issued to his men by a man who 
thought that he could see a better way of 
doing the work in hand, but who in reality 
did not even have a genuine conception of 
work or methods for doing it. 

No man who is qualified to engineer the 
machinery of a great paper-manufacturing 
concern will long brook such interference with 
his business, and one day after a piece of more 
than usually exasperating meddlesomeness, 
our millwright put on his coat and went home. 
Many times during the next few days messen- 
gers in vain tried to coax the millwright back 
to the mill, but with no success. In a few 
days he took a pleasure trip among neighbor- 
ing establishments and made an engagement 
with one of them to do its repairs. 

His former employers learned too late that 
it is better to let a competent millwright alone 
to do work as experience and skill have taught 
that work should be done, The man was al- 
most invaluable to the mill where he had been 
so long, as his knowledge of every part of the 
machinery enabled him to do for it much better 
than a stranger, who might be equally compe- 
tent but lacking in knowledge of the ins and 
outs of the concern. 

There is only one way to do paper-mill re- 
pairs, and that is, have a perfect understand- 
ing with your millwright. Let him thoroughly 
understand your plans, policy and intended 
methods ; then let him get to work, while you 
avoid his men as you would avoid meddling 
with your neighbor's business. The amill- 
wright will consult you about everything he 
desires to do; and if anything new strikes 
you that you may wish to do or have changed, 
don’t go on the work and boss the men accord- 
ingly, but quietly tell the millwright all about 
the new departure, and see how quickly and 
quietly the thing will be done. 

A good mechanic cares not whether his em- 


ployer is looking on while he works or whether 
the same man is fifty miles away, yet let the 
‘**old man” come on to a joband begin to say 
his little verse and the men are all put out. 
They have, in one sense of the word, a “‘ fear 
of him,” and jump blindly to execute his 
orders without using their ordinary intelli- 
gence; they get nervous and excited, turn 
everything ‘“‘ wrong end to, and t’other side 
up,” in their efforts to do what is wanted. 
There is no money in this kind of business, 
and by thinking it all over you will probably 
resolve to have none of it in your mill at any 
cost. 

Our millwright, as told above, went into a 
strange mill which had recently changed hands. 
He found there an ‘‘ awful state of things.” In- 
competent men had run down the mill until the 
machine had been condemned and it had been 
decided to put in a new one, besides several 
other new pieces of the plant. About twenty 
tons of ‘‘ broken” were on hand, besides stock 
in drainers and stuff-chests, and the mill was 
started up to run it all off. For all one long 
forenoon the machine-tender labored in trying 
to get paper to the reels, but without success. 
This machine-tender had gone to his employ- 
ers and had reported the machine as ‘‘ no good 
and played out.” 

The first great trouble;was at the couch-roll, 
where the paper showed 
a determined intention 
to stick in spite of ma- 
chine-tenders and mill- 
wright, and close atten- 
tion to the condition of 
the shake and the pulp 
failed to help the trouble. 
At length the millwright 
discovered that the rolls 
were not in line with each 
other, and necessarily tore the paper off. A 
vigorous application of the monkey-wrench and 
spirit level soon cured the trouble, and the same 
difficulty was found at press-rolls and at the dry- 
ers. The press-rolls were set ‘‘ skewing” in 
such a manner that paper would be roughly 
sheared off as fast as it passed through the rolls, 
In this case a large number of rolls were found 
covered with felt worms, put on by the ma- 
chine-tender in a vain endeavor to cure a 
trouble, the cause of which he did not know, 
so he took a wrong method of making his felts 
run true. 

By quietly watching and studying each de- 
fective or condemned part of the machine, 
our millwright was able to bring order out of 
chaos and to make a condemned machine run 
as well as anew one, This man did not tear 
everything to pieces in a wild endeavor to 
cure a difficulty. He simply gave a slight 
turn to a screw, then carefully watched the 
effect, and repeated the remedy again and 
again until it ran correctly. By means of in- 
telligent, patient work, day after day, this big 
paper machine was placed in first-rate condi- 
tion even after it had been condemned by its 
operator as entirely worthless. 

In this same machine great trouble was 
found in washing the felt. Even an hour's 
run of the washer was found not to give a de- 
cent result, and complaint had long been en- 
tered that the felt-washer was ‘‘n. g.” In- 
vestigation by brains and a petticoat lamp re- 
vealed the trouble. The washer had been set 
so high that the felt bore heavily upon it, even 
when touching two bars, making the blows 
upon the felt, long and slow, instead of short, 
sharp and quick, Added to this was the too 
slow speed of the washer, and the result was 
necessarily unsatisfactory. The washer in 
question carried six arms; it was taken out 
and one carrying four arms was put in its 
place and within two feet of a roll which held 
the felt stiff at that point. In height the felt 
was regulated so that it would clear two arms 
of the washer, which was nine or ten inches in 
diameter, about one inch, and was given a 
speed of 350 turns per minute. In some cases 
a washer with only two arms has given better 
results than one with four or six, but three or 
four arms generally give satisfaction. In 
making a sprinkler-pipe for use on the felt- 
washer, or on the rolls, the writer has found it 
a good plan to drill the holes as usual, then 
countersink each hole until its inner edge is 
nearly but not quite sharp. This prevents any 
chance rust or dirt. from becoming wedged 


into and stopping the holes. With the coun. 
tersunk holes any foreign matter which will 
enter the holes will be carried entirely through 
them, and anything which may lodge in the 
pipe may be readily washed out with a stream 
of water, as the dirt cannot become wedged 
by partly entering any hole and sticking 
therein. 

There is a natural tendency among machine- 
tenders to patch up temporarily with a ‘‘ chip 
and a string” repairs which should be thor- 
oughly done. Such work is disastrous to the 
life of the plant and to the good nature of 
your millwright. Perhaps only a gear gets 
loose slightly on the back line. Only ten 


minutes’ time is necessary to slip on a ‘‘ paper . 


makers’ collar,” which consists of a stick that 
the wire came on, cut to the right length to fit be- 
tween the hub of the loose gear and the near- 
est tight gear pulley or collar. This, with 150 
feet of marline from the finishing-room, com- 
pletes the device, and keeps the loose gear 
from sliding along until by its wabbling it has 
cut into the shaft and worn out its own hub 
until the teeth jump out of mesh, and perhaps 
rake themselves off half way around the gear. 
If our machine-tender had confided his 
trouble to his right-hand man, the millwright, 
that gear would have been quietly bushed dur- 
ing some short shut-down, and the cost of a 
new gear would have been saved, together 
with that of an aggravating little break-down. 
The wooden rolls on dryers, also the guide 
and stretch rolls, have a bad habit of getting 
loose; or rather their gudgeons have, and 
when it is discovered that looseness exists a 


1%-inch hole has been worn in the end of the 


roll, tapering toward the bottom to the size of 
the gudgeon. It is customary in many mills 
to wedge up again these rolls which have be- 
come so loosened, and a great many rolls are 
so wedged without the use of the lathe. 

Such wedging is not worth much ; it is only 
a makeshift at best, and the roll will soon be 
as bad as before. It is much better to bore 
out a 2-inch or a 2%-inch hole in the end of 
the roll and then drive ina plug tightly and 
reset the gudgeon, as originally done. In this 
case a new ring, larger than the old one, must 
be made and driven into the roll, and some- 
times it pays to put asmaller ring inside of the 
large one. A roll will never give out if the 
gudgeons are cut long enough. In place of a 
1% inch gudgeon 14 inches long, put in one 22 
to 24 inches long, and the roll will stay where 
you place it, without further trouble. 

If there is no lathe in the shop itis hard 
work to true up a roll as above suggested, but 
it can be done by rigging up bearings on the 
bench, so that the roll may be revolved and 
the wedges driven at the same time. In all 
cases, the wedges should be wet with good 
cold glue when driven, not common glue that 
has got cold, but prepared carriage-makers’ 
glue which comes in tin cans and glass bottles. 
A can of this glue is invaluable to the mill- 
wright, as it enables him to glue up a little 
pattern or mend a broken job, without stop- 
ping to heat up a common glue-pot, which is 
almost always found to be a receptacle for 
dust, cobwebs and mice droppings when it is 
needed in a hurry. 

There is not much use in telling machine- 
tenders to keep things clean. for, generally 
speaking, they havea horror of dirt and use 
hose and broom liberally ; but sometimes they 
are nasty enough around the back side of the 
machine, just where a millwright must get 
down and crawl around on hands and knees. 
Here we are apt to find an inch or two of stuff, 
and alternate layers of dirt, grease and water. 
It does not tend to induce extra care or 
thoroughness when a man must get into such 
a mess to key on a new cam, or to overhaul 
the internal mechanism of the shake or the 
suction-pump, and the cleaner such places are 
kept the better the output of the mill.

Hotyoxe, Mass., September 16, 1886. 


The paper trade wears a very favorable 
aspect this week, as far as the volume of busi- 
ness is concerned, and were prices as satis- 
factory as they were a few years ago the man- 
ufacturers would be happy ; but it is said that 
there is not sufficient grounds just now for ad- 
vancing prices. Business kept up remarkably 
well during June, July and August, and some 
of the manufacturers say that they disposed of 
more paper during those months than they did 
last year through the same period, which 
speaks well for the state of the trade considering 
the labor troubles which have agitated the coun- 
try during a portion of the time. Orders are 
reported to be coming in well and many mills 
have all that they can handle for the present 
at least. They vary in size from three to 
forty tons, and are generally for immediate 
delivery. I was shown an order yesterday for 
three hundred tons of machine-finished paper, 
the first car-load to be delivered in November, 
which the manufacturer had declined to fill be- 
cause the buyer wanted the goods a shade un- 
der the market price, and this is not the only 
large order which is being offered under like 
conditions. Some manufacturers say that 
they should prefer to have not over a week’s 
orders ahead on their books if they could have 
their choice, as it would enable them to keep 


their business well in hand, thus avoiding the | 
liability of dissatisfaction on the part of their | 


customers. 
There is a good outlook tor a lively fall 


trade, and orders are reported to be coming 


in earlier than usual, which is considered a 
favorable sign. Business men are returning 
from their summer vacations and are resum- 
ing their usual avocations. In all lines of 
business the notes of preparation for the fall 
and winter campaign are heard, and those 
who have made a careful study of the condi- 
tion of business are predicting a season of 
prosperity, provided that the labor troubles 
do not again break out. And when this tide 
of prosperity sets in it will find the paper 
trade ready to take advantage of the situation. 
It is said that there are several large publish- 
ers who are waiting for such an era before 
entering on the publication of works which 
will require large quantities of paper. With 
the exception perhaps of the Grant book, no 
important work has been done in this direc- 
tion for a year or more, because the times 
would not warrant it. All that is now required 
is a return of business activity and general 
confidence, and these are surely coming. 


The paper mills were obliged to shut down 


last night at six o'clock for the first time this 
season because of the low water in the canals. 
They have been under restrictions for some 
time in the use of surplus water, but this vir- 
tually puts them on half-time. In case 
in the market, as the taking of eighty or ninety 
tons of paper a day from the output cannot 
but be noticed at this time, when so many job- 
bers are carrying very small stocks of finished 
goods.

At the regular meeting of the Boston 
Board of Aldermen, Monday last, the rag- 
disinfection question was again brought to 
| public notice. Appearances seem to indicate 
that in the near future some modification of 
the existing restrictions at this port, as they 
affect the importation of rags, will soon be 
made, but the nature of these modifications it 
is impossible now to determine. 

The Board of Health has unofficially an- 
nounced its willingness to do something in 
the matter, but this change of position on the 
part of this triumvirate is brought about not 
as the result of the hearings before the com- 
mittee, or because of that committee's report, 
but because the summer has passed with- 
out the appearance of cholera, and because 
the season is close at hand when danger from 
infection is not to be feared. What the Board 
of Health may deem “ modification ” is not at 
all clear and may not in all cases be accept- 
able to the trade, so that at present the result 
of this entire matter is still in doubt. It is 
| hoped, however, that by another week some- 

thing favorable may develop, and it is possible 
| that the rag-importing business of Boston will 
| soon be resumed under some conditions. 

Referring to the action of the Board of Al- 
dermen on this matter, I submit the following

Dear Sir—With reference to the report of the com- | 


mittee on health as to the rag question, we wish to say 
this: The recommendation of the committee, 


| regulation should be changed so as to discriminate be- 


tween infected and non-infected ports, entirely accords 
with the views of every member of the Board 
of Health, now that the season when there 
is any danger from cholera is over for the present. 
The cholera has not spread so widely throughout 
Europe the past summer, nor has it raged so violently 
anywhere as it was generally believed it would in the 
early summer when the hearings on the subject were 
had, and 1n view of the fact that the chances of cholera 
being brought here by old rags, or by other means, are 
now so small, the Board of Health intends to modify 
the regulation, as soon as the matter has been disposed 
of by the City Council. > 

The reasons set forth in the report of the committee 
are not the reasons that have influenced the Board of 
Health to take this position. The Board of Health 
believe that in a time of danger, such as existed when 
its rag regulation was made, and such as has existed 
since that time until now, all filthy articles of merchan- 
dize, such as old rags picked from the slums of Euro- 
pean cities, should be disinfected before being allowed 
to land here, and this board has acted on that belief. 

Now that the danger has passed, we think it not only 
expedient, but entirely just and proper, that the regu- 
lation should be modified. 

You are at liberty to make whatever use of this 
letter you may deem proper.

This action, it is 
understood, was excited by the reports of 
the revival of the iron industries of Penn- 
sylvania. It isanoveland amusing exper- 

| ience to find that the iron-workers of the 
State named are excited in opposition to 
| the proposed emigration. 
immigrants themselves, wish to debar 
| others from enjoying the same privilege 
of liberal government and of improving 
their condition, both as to living and 
| wages. The American people must not 


| be credited with this fatuousness, which | 


| has its origin and strength in the foreign 
| population. We need immigrants of indus- 
trious habits and industrial ability. Our 
resources are constantly developing and 
the iron-workers of Northumberland 
will find opportunities for the exercise of 


their talents for the reason that skilled 


labor is constantly sought. 





UNDER “ Trade Talks,” in another col- 
umn, will be found the expression of 
some extreme and rather aggressive 
opinions on the sulphite processes from 
an authority which generally commands 
attention. George Harding has been a 
noted patent lawyer for many years, and 
he has always given close attention to the 
development of the paper-making indus- 
try. His opinions will, therefore,’ be read 
with interest ; but it must not be forgot- 
ten that the eminent patent attorney is 
quite largely interested in the soda 
process, and a _ stockholder in one 
of the largest and oldest concerns in 
the country. Mr. Harding endeavors to 
throw doubt upon the claims made for 
the sulphite processes now being offered 
to American manufacturers, questioning 
their cheapness and the quality of their 
product. He simply sets up one claim 
against another, but does it inan emphat- 
ic manner, which tends to show that the 
soda party does not scare very much by 
the introduction of the new processes. 
| This view of the situation is undoubtedly 
| concurred in to a great extent by the lead- 
ing manufacturers of fibre by the alkaline 
processes, both in the Middle and Eastern 
| States. There is, to our mind, a deduc- 
tion to be derived from Mr. Harding’s re- 
marks, and that is, that the manufacturers 
of soda fibre are ready to meet any cheap- 
ening processes that may arise; this, of 
course, having in view those which have 
become public and are understood. But 
we have become apprised of a device 
which is said to greatly reduce the 
cost of making sulphite fibre and 
which will produce 30 to 40 per cent. 
per annum more than any of the gener- 
ally recognized processes. These claims 
are confidently asserted. THE JOURNAL 
has held that the cheapening of produc- 
tion by bisulphite solutions was likely to 
occur. The war between acid and alkali 
has scarcely more than begun, and the 
initiatory skirmishes lead us to expect 
much that will be of interest in paper 
making. 











THE American Exhibition in London 
will be formally opened next May. Dur- 
ing the past year this exhibition has been 
much better handled and the prepara- 
tions for it have been conducted more 
systematically, in a way calculated to 
insure success. The purpose of the ex- 
hibition, as announced in its prospectus, 
is to stimulate and extend the export 
trade of the United States and to quicker 
the flow of foreign capital to this 
country for the development of its 
natural wealth and resources. The ex- 
hibition will be devoted to the arts, 
inventions, manufactures, products and 
| resources of the United States alone. Its 
| special objects are to display in the me- 
tropolis of Great Britain, the chief mar- 
ket of the world, a more complete collec- 
tion of the products of the soil and mines 
and the manufactures of the United 
States than has ever been shown in Eu- 
rope at any international exhibition, to im- 
press people of that continent and others 
with a realizing sense of the magnitude 





and variety of our industrial resources and 


the skill and ingenuity of our artisans, to | 


increase the foreign trade of the United 
States wherever established, and to extend 
it into countries where at present it has no 
foothold. Under the management of the 
gentleman invested with its control this 
exhibition ought to be of immense bene- 
fit in carrying out the purposes to which 
it is devoted. Of course, the co-operation 
of the manufacturers of this country is 
needed to insure its success. So far, there 


has been a very good response to the | 
call and enough exhibits have been se- 


cured to give it a national character; 
but at the same time it can be greatly 
extended. Having in mind the wonder- 
ful and beneficial effects on our trade and 
industries as the result of the exhibition at 
Philadelphia in 1876, we should be dere- 
lict in our duty and careless of American 


, interests if we failed to urge upon our 


Many of them, | 








readers the importance of helping to 
broaden the exhibition and extend its in- 
fluence. Many of the States have ap- 
pointed special commissioners and others 
will doubtless follow in the same line. All 
should be represented. If manufacturers 
are indisposed to incur the cost of special 
and separate displays they can arrange to 
make collective exhibits.

success.” More power. 

Germany is laying down the law for its 
paper contracts. The government specifies 
four grades. The highest class papers are to 
be made of rags, with not more than 2% per 
cent. of china clay. 


Second-class paper may be made of 
rags, chemical fibre or esparto—without wood 
pulp and not more than 15 per cent. of china 
clay. Inthe third class any material may be 
used with the same proportion of china clay 
as in the second class ; and in the fourth class 
it is ‘‘ go as you please.” I wonder what sort 
of paper will turn out in that fourth class ? 


A nice party celebrated the completion 
of a new paper mill in Georgia the other day. 
I think that this is a pleasant way of starting 
up. It gives a jolly send-off. 








A good story is told as to a certain 
paper maker. It appears that he purchased 
something in the shape of clay, but was very 
careful to either mail the order himself or give 
it personally to the treasurer of the corpora- 
tion from which he bought. A salesman of 
the corporation, knowing that it was about 


| time for an order, dropped in to see the man- 


ufacturer, and after introducing himself stated 
that he had called to get the order. The 
manufacturer rose in his dignity and said : 
‘You are mistaken, sir, for I wish you to un- 
derstand that I use nothing but rags in my 
paper.” 

The “ drummer” was not at all discon- 
certed. He merely rose and, bowing himself 
out, said, ‘‘ Oh, well, it don’t make any differ- 
ence. We'll ship it in the usual way.”’ 


I hear that the new plant at that New 
Jersey mill has been started up making bi- 
sulphite, and that samples of the product are 
to be shown in this city to-day or the early 
part of next week. 


That makes me think. The old Jersey 
cuss-word used to be ‘‘ By Gosh.” Now I 
suppose it will be bi-sulphite. 


There are floating rumors of strikes in 
several mills. I hear that in one mill, not a 
thousand miles from Philadelphia, all of the 
hands went out on Saturday last. 


Another strike is said to be impending 
in a mill located in a Western city where the 
cool Northwest wind from o’er the lakes tem- 
pers the summer heat. 

And still another has been at a Jersey 
mill, where the entire force has been changed. 
Now, it may be asked, Why is this thusly ?

Trade Talks. 


George Harding, Patent Lawyer, Philadelphia. 
—Yes, I know a good deal about the different 
sulphite processes. There is absolutely noth- 
ing inthem. Years ago I took out patents for 
Tilghman, of Philadelphia, and for awhile he 
thought that he had discovered something far 
ahead of all processes for treating wood then 
known. I confess that I agreed with him. 
But his process was only valuable owing to 
the great cost of soda ash. As soon as soda 
began to fall in price, Tilghman saw that he 
could not utilize his new process profitably. 
Now, all of these foreign patents are substan- 
tially the same as Tilghman’s. There is not 
one of them worth anything, Yes, they claim 
that a good deal of money has been made by 
foreign paper makers working these pat- 
ents, both in Germany and in England; 
but can they prove it? I 
doubt that some 





have no 
money has been made 
by selling patent rights and in form- 
ing companies. This is the only way any 
money can be made in this country out 
of these patents, not one of which I consider 
good. Investors will look long before they 
will see any dividends. I tell you, the simple 
fact is that wood fibre can be made cheaper 
by the soda process. I know whereof I 
speak. Yes, they claim that by these pro- 
cesses, for which American paper makers 
are now asked to pay handsomely in royal- 
ties, fibre can be made at very low rates, and 

that a greater yield can be obtained. This | 
is all nonsense. If they obtain the yield they 
claim, it only proves that they don’t make as 
pure fibre as is made by the soda process. 
Wood fibre must be free from all resinous and 
intercellular matter. The sulphate processes 
do not get rid of these foreign substances en- 
tirely. Hence the increased percentage, and 
hence, also, the harshness which renders it 
unfit for many papers. The people who are 
trying to introduce these processes may make 
money, but paper makers who invest will find 
out what Tilghman did years ago. This is not 
only my opinion but that of Hugh Burgess, 
who knows more about making fibre from 
wood than any manin America, No. Fibre 
by the soda process is betterand can be made 
cheaper than that made by any sulphite pro- 
cess I ever examined into. 

Archibald Smith, of John Smith & Co., 
Edinburgh, Scotland.—\ have been visiting here 
and in Canada. Importers and dealers in 
rags seem to be having a very dull time and 
prices are very low. Prices of paper stock 
are also very low, and, in fact, with some 
grades it is impossible to get any quantity of 
them, as the rates are not profitable enough 
to encourage collections. A short time ago I 
took an order for ten tons of a certain grade, 
and it was two months before I could get that 
quantity. Importers here have been turning 
their attention in some degree to special 
lines, a change which has been brought about 
by the low prices prevailing. Then, again, 
the production of wood pulp has increased in 
America, and large quantities of Norwegian 
pulp have been brought in, and this is the 
secret, I think, of the dullness which has pre- 
vailed in the rag market. I remember several 
years ago I brought over some ground wood 
pulp and showed it to a gentleman who is a 
large manufacturer of paper as well as an im- 
porter of paper stock. He laughed at it. Now 
large shipments of it are being made to this 
country, and, in fact, the same gentleman is 
now much interested in wood, and, I hear, is 
going to build a bisulphite mill. Prices of 
new papers have also ruled low, not only here 
but on the other side. Speaking of American 
paper, I conducted a paper on the other side 
for two years. I used American-made paper, 
having regular weekly shipments of it, and it 
was the best paper I ever had. Its price was 
also very attractive. 

M. Fitagibbon, of M. Fitagibbon & Co., 
New York.—Trade with us in the strawboard 
line is very good and we are busy.

Notes from the Northwest. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

In my last communication I said that, leav- 
ing the Miami Valley, I would next give.some 
particulars gathered in a hurried trip to the 
Northwest. 

I had the pleasure of calling on Newman, 
Warner & Elfelt, of Minneapolis, Minn., and 
also the Eau Claire Pulp and Paper Company, 
Eau Claire, Wis. 

The Minneapolis Mill was the first paper 
mill built in the State of Minnesota, and has 
been quite a successful enterprise. Only one 
of the original owners, Mr. Warner, Sr., is 
now in the firm. Mr. Elfelt, a young gen- 
tleman formerly connected with the large 
paper house of Averill, Russell & Carpenter, 
of St. Paul, recently purchased an interest in 
the mill, and since then it has been enlarged 
by the addition of three beating-engines, each 
of 1,000 lbs. capacity, built by Stout, Mills & 
Temple, and a new 72-inch Fourdrinier ma- 
chine, built by O. E. Merrill & Co., Beloit, 
Wis. The mill is run by a ‘‘ New American ” 
turbine, 42 inches in diameter, producing 263 
horse-power. There are in all eight beating 
and washing engines, and two paper machines 
running on news and turning out a large pro- 
duct, which finds a ready market in the great 
Northwest. The growth of Minneapolis and 
St. Paul has scarcely a parallel in this 
country. Abouttwenty years ago, when I first 
visited this section, the population of either 
place was not more than 3,500, but now there 
are in the two cities about 250,000 people. 
Minneapolis is probably the larger, but both 
are fine cities, with schools, churches, hotels, 
business houses and magnificent residences 
second to none in the country and the great- 
ness of these cities is still in the future. The 
people of the East who have never been to 
the great Northwest can form no conception of 
the public spirit and enterprise of its people. 
There are many in both cities who can count 
their wealth by millions and still they are ad- 
ding to their rapid accumulations. 

Leaving these two cities, I stopped at Eau 
Ciaire, one of the great pine lumber regions, 
where the Eau Claire Pulp and Paper Mill 
Company was organized about four years ago, 
and erected on the fine water-power of the 
Chippewa River, its mill consisting of four 
Voelter wood-pulp grinders, four 800-lb. rag- 
engines, two Jordan engines and a 78-inch 
Fourdrinier machine. One of the Jordans is 
used for refining wood pulp after it leaves the 
grinders and the other for refining the pulp 
after Jeaving the beating-engines. 
machinery is driven by three ‘‘ New Ameri- 
can” turbines, whose manufacturers also 
made the Voelter machines, rag-engines and 
all of the driving machinery. The machine 
was made by Smith, Winchester & Co. and 
is running 225 feet per minute, turning out 
fully five tons of news daily. The water- 
power of the Chippewa River is destined at 
some future time to be made available for vast 
manufactories. 

At Eau Claire there is a substantial dam 
with a fall of sixteen feet, which when fully 
utilized will develop not less than 4,000 horse- 
power. Ten miles above, at Chippewa Falls, 
there is also a substantial dam and a fall of 
thirty-four feet. Only part of the fall has 
been utilized by a short canal extending be- 
low the rapids. The entire fall can be made 
available with 7,000 to 8,000 horse-power. 
Three miles above Chippewa Falls there is a 
fall of thirty feet with an equal amount of 
water. This whole region of country abounds 
with white poplar, spruce and pine suitable 
for wood pulp, and with the railroad facilities 
can be shipped to all parts of the country at 
reasonable cost for transportation. 

The valleys of the Chippewa and other 
streams of that country are such that vast 
reservoirs can be constructed to hold the water 
for keeping up the supply during the dry sea- 
son, so that there need be no scarcity during 
any partof the year. This has been done on 
the upper waters of the Mississippi, and they 
are at the present time draining a good supply 


for the mills of Minneapolis.

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Rag Cargoes. 





Under this head the Liverpool Fournal 
of Commerce of the 3d inst. has the following 
to say on the subject of rag exports to the 


United States : 


Ship-owners of late have not favored rag cargoes, or | 


in fact, any consignments of rag bales, on tneir steam- 
ers,and this is not to be wondered at. Some of the 
regulations of the United States authorities are truly 
ridiculous, but it must never be forgotten that the pub- 
lic health is above all other considerations—commerce, 
money-making or what not. We have on more than 
one occasion received the thanks of shippers and ship- 
owners for having given publicity to the requirements 
of the United States authorities as they affect their 
business, and as we have made this rag business our 
special domain, a few new facts may be of use and 
general interest, not only here, but on the Continent, 
for brokers, agents and others. The latest advices 
from the States bearing on rag cargoes and shipments 
state that the late order issued to collectors of customs 
by Acting Secretary to the Treasury Fairchild, rela- 
tive to the entry of rags, may have some effect on the 


rag market, but what effect depends on the action of | 


the local boards of health. At first glance it would 
seem as though the order would benefit manu- 
facturers of paper, &c., in the United States, 
but the illusion must be dispelled by some 
statements of Dr. Durgan and Mr. George F. Babbitt, 
of the Boston Board of Health, who appear more in- 
clined than ever to insist upon rigid disinfection. In 
response to questions pertaining to the probable action 
of the Boston Board of Health in relation to the arri- 
val of rags under the late order of the Acting Secretary 
of the Treasury to the Collector of Customs, Mr. Bab- 


bitt has given us to understand that any vessel arriving | 


at quarantine having rags as part cargo will be de- 
tained until the rags have been discharged. This, it 
must be distinctly understood, will be done no matter 
what the condition of the rags may be, whether disin- 
fected abroad or not, and no matter where gathered or 
where shipped from. Mr. Babbitt is very pronounced 
in his views, and, indeed, the recent order of the gov- 
ernment to the collector of customs leaves him no op- 
tion in the matter. Vessels with rags as part cargo, 
therefore, will be detained at quarantine station, and 
the rags will have to be discharged and disinfected 
there. This means practically a prohibition on rags, 
for it isdoubtful if steamship owners will care to be 
subject to delays unless, indeed, they have some full or 
adequate compensation. This is the way the matter 
looks just now in Boston. A committee on health has 
lately been sitting, and rag importers are just now 
waiting for the full report of the proceedings. One 
thing is quite certain, that shipowners will no longer 
put up with the vexatious restrictions which have been 
imposed on rag cargoes at American ports, and ship- 
pers will not run the risk of having their goods de- 
teriorated nearly 25 per cent. by having costly and ut- 
terly useless chemical experiments tried upon them.

Penfold, Stead & Co., Jamestown, N. Y., 
burned a Westinghouse engine in their recent 
fire at their mill. On examination it was 
found that although the intense heat had 
burned off all the external fittings of the en- 
gine, melting the brass lubricator, &c., the 
engine, as a machine, had suffered no harm, 
and was repainted and set to work again at an 
expense of less than $5. The working parts, 
being enclosed and protected by water inside 
of the crank chamber, escaped without any 
injury whatever. 


Edwin T.<Gillette, of the firm of Edwin T. 
Gillette & Co., of Chicago, has been awarded 
the contract for supplying the State of Illinois 
with book paper and cover paper, amounting 
in the aggregate to $13,195, and also for all the 
flat and writing’*paper, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to $4,195.
